Heath isn’t alone. The city has fielded hun- 
dreds of complaints about unshoveled side- 
walks this week but no one has been ticketed 
for the city violation, which brings fines rang- 
ing from $50-$i,ooo. 

“Fm definitely frustrated. I know business- 
es may not be able to shovel right away,” said 
Heath, 35. “Fd like to see at least some effort 
made because people are trying to get to and 
from work or to and from the train station.” 

Business owners and landlords are required 
to clear snow from their sidewalks so pedestri- 
ans are able to walk there. But after Sunday’s 
storm, which brought more than 19 inches of 
snow— the fifth largest snowfall in Chicago 
history— the city Department ofTransporta-

Claffey said the city has received hundreds 
of 311 phone calls and messages this week 
about snowy sidewalks after the storm. City 
law requires business owners and landlords to 
clear a 5-foot wide path along the sidewalk, 
where conditions allow, and shoveling should 
begin within hours of snow falls. 

If the snow stops falling before 4 p.m., Chi- 
cagoans have three hours to clear the snow, 
except on Sunday If the snow stops falling 
after 4 p.m. or on Sunday, Chicagoans have to 
clear it before 10 a.m. on the next day, accord- 
ing to city law. 

Businesses that do not comply can face fines 
up to $1,000 per day of violation. People who 
do not comply can face fines of $50. That’s the 
same case in Boston, where Secretary of State

That pales in comparison with last win- 
ter, when there was a spike in citations— 445 
tickets issued— because of the polar vortex, 
which brought high snow totals and sub-zero 
temperatures, Claffey said. 

There were 24 citations in the winter of 
2012, one citation in the winter of 2011 and 50 
citations in the winter of 2010, according to 
CDOT data.

On Monday a 50 -year-old woman was 
stabbed to death in a robbery at her home 
in the 400 block of East 48th Place in the 
Grand Boulevard 
community area on 
the South Side, ac- 
cording to officials. 

One day earlier, 
a 23-year-old man 
was fatally stabbed 
as he tried to inter- 
vene in an alterca- 
tion at a party in the 
2300 block of South Michigan Avenue on 
the Near South Side, officials said. 

On Saturday a 27-year-old woman was 
stabbed to death in a fight at a gas station 
in the 10000 block of South Michigan Ave- 
nue in the Roseland community area on the 
South Side, according to police. 

Stabbing fatalities typically make up a 
small fraction of Chicago homicides. Eour 
of the 34 homicide victims this year, about 
12 percent, were stabbed to death, according 
to RedEye data as of Wednesday afternoon. 
Last year, 31 of the 434 homicide victims, 
about 7 percent, were stabbed to death. In 
2013, 38 of the 442 homicide victims, nearly 
9 percent, were stabbed to death. 

Meanwhile, gunshot homicides were re- 
ported in the past week in Ashburn, Bridge- 
port, South Chicago, West Englewood and 
West Pullman, according to police. 

January ended last week with 31 ho- 
micides, an average of a homicide a day, 
up from 23 homicides in January 2014, 
RedEye data shows. Three homicides 
have been logged so far this month.

If you’ve ever found yourself on the verge of 
a mental breakdown in Trader Joe’s just hours 
before hosting a get-together, you might want 
to download Foxtrot. 

The app launched last year (foxtrotco.com) 
and offers users a curated selection of hyper- 
local and national brands, including booze, 
sandwiches, ice cream, condoms and candles. 
As an added bonus, orders are delivered in less 
than an hour. 

Last month, the tech startup opened its 
first brick-and-mortar location in Lincoln 
Park (2229 N. Clybourn Ave. 773-904-7122) to 
double as a delivery hub and retail location. 

I went home on a Friday with earnest inten- 
tions of using Foxtrot for a unique date-night 
dinner. We spent about 15 minutes checking 
out the app’s inventory and trying to piece to- 
gether a meal. Champagne? Check. Dessert? 
Check. Main course? No dice. 

The app’s “Quick Meals” section offered 
only deli sandwiches, frozen entrees, soups 
and a random selection of meats. Frozen piz- 
za wasn’t exactly what I had in mind. Hangry 
and tired, we resorted to grabbing bar seats at 
a neighborhood restaurant. 

I thought Foxtrot would be more like 
GrubHub, which was my first and last mis- 
take. 

I gave the app another try for my weekly 
“The Bachelor” binge night and ended up 
with much better results. For just less than 
$50 (including delivery and tip), I ordered a 
bottle of prosecco, wedge of brie, baguette, 
salami and two cake balls from West Town

After checking out, the app kept me up- 
dated on the status of my order. The drivers 
aren’t tracked by GPS like I’m used to seeing 
on Uber, but I was alerted when the goods are 
out for delivery My order arrived 33 minutes 
later, furnished by a super-friendly delivery 

The bubbly was chilled, the baguette was 
soft and the cake balls were safely packaged 
in a plastic container— and aU was right in the 
world. The spread made the next two hours of 
“The Bachelor” drama quite enjoyable on my 
end. 

Make no mistake about it. Foxtrot isn’t a 
takeout app— you can’t order sushi or burgers 
(at least, not yet). But if it’s boutique-y local 
brands such as Koval Distillery, Goose Island 
Beer Company and Vosges Haut Chocolat 
you seek, it’s worth a shot.
